It Was a Crime ‘to read. the 
“Bible 300 years ago. 
now . ‘generally. known, but it is 
nevertheless true, Then no one 
was allowed to think or reason, 
except as the Church dictated. To 
do so was a crime, which called for 
severe punishment — torture and 
often death by fire. An exchange 
records these facts, which should 
never be lost sight of: 

But few people know that. in the 


sixteenth century an Englishman: 


was not allowed to read the Bible, 
yet it is perfectly true. Henry 
VIII issued a decree prohibiting 
the common people from reading 
the Bible. Officers of state were 
exempt from the law. Ladies or 
gentlemen might read the pro- 
scribed volume if they did so in 


their gardens or orchards, but no 
one was allowed even to read it to 


the lower classes. 

During the reign of Catholic 
Queen Mary even more rigorous 
restrictions were enforced. Dr. 
Franklin, in his own “Life,” pre- 
serves an anecdote which admir- 
‘ably illustrates this. His family 
had early adhered to the Reforma- 
tion, and they possessed an Eng- 
lish Bible, which they concealed by 
fastening it beneath the lid of a 
close stool. 

When the Doctor’ s great. grand- 
father desired to read to the fam- 
ily. he reversed the lid of the stool 
upon his knees and passed the 
leaves from one side to the other, 


each portion being fastened down 


with pack threads. One of the 
children was stationed at the door 
on the watch to see if an officer of 
the spiritual court came in sight.

It often happens that some one 
tenet, belief or principle of a relig- 


ion, a philosophy or system of 


thought, which distinguishes it 
more especially from other isms, 
philosophies or cults, or some par- 


ticular. application of a truth or 
principle, 


is ‘seized upon by the 
popular mind and made to stand 
for the whole of which it is oniy a 
part. 

This is true of Mental Science. 


It stands in the conception of the 


average mind asa method of cur- 
ing disease and all the ills that 


= flesh is. heir’ to, by means of the 


power of thought. To this concep- 
tion is sometimes added the ability 
to gather unto self various worldly 
goods, by the exercise of the same 
power. 


Now, Mental Science. comprises 


vastly more than’a method of heal- 
ing, or a scheme for 
aggrandizement. 

And here let me say that through- 


out this discussion I shail use the 


term Mental: Science merely as a 
convenience. Itis a misnomer; but 
the new philosophy of-mind and 
of life for which it stands, and 
which is vaguely designated. The 


New Thought,” has not yet been 


properly christened. 


The fundamental proposition of- 


Mental Science is that at thought is a 
force, as real) as pdtent, as heat, 
light, electricity, or any other force 


in nature; and that, being a force, 


its every operation must be fol- 
lowed by corresponding effects— 
effects not alone in the physical 
organism, not alone in the physi- 
calenvironment, but in the moral 
and spiritual life, in character, in 
-in habits, in mental 
attitudes, in the very nature of the 


soul itself; In the old saying. “AS 
a man thinkeéth, so is he,” we have 
Mental Science in a nutshell. In 


proportion as man understands the 
power and use of his own thought, 
can he miake of himself and of his 
life whatever he may choose—over- 
come habits and faults, subdue the 
selfish animal nature, eli minate old 
traits and tendencies, whether 
acquired or inherited, add to his 
spiritual strength, to his power of 
self-mastery until he acquires the 
ability to literally make himself 
able physically, morally, spirit- 

all 

In proportion to his understand- 
ing can ‘he ‘realize whatever ideal 
he may set himself to. attain. 
may climb the heights of spiritual- 
ity, and live_in a world of his Own. 
He may attain a spiritual strength 
and power sufficient to meet with 
equanimity ‘the varrying vicissi- 
tudes of fortune—an attitude of 
mind which is undisturbed by the 


din and turmoil of the world, which 


can view with calmness and com- 
posure what are termed calamities 
upon the physical plane—a state 
of mind that is at all times seren 

self-centered and unafraid, and 
which bears with it the ever-pres- 


ent realization. that the spirit is |
